SHERIDAN SHOOK 


Takes Full Control of the Union 
Square Theater. 


Mr. A. M. Palmer Sells Out His Interest for 
$25,000—Interesting Sketch of a Theater 
Which Has Made Millions. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, April 30.—Mr. A. M. Palmer severs 
his connection with the Union Square Theater to- 
morrow. This will close, so far as he is concerned, 
the brightest period of the theatrical history that 
has ever been known. Thereis no doubt in the 
minds of all those who have paid any attention to 
the theater that the history of the Union Square 
has been unique. Mr. A. M. Palmer sells out all 
interest in the Union Square Theater to 
Messrs. Sheridan Shook and J. W. Collier. 
In the actual transfer Mr. Collier takes no 
part. Mr. Shook is the actual legatee. He buys 
from Mr. Palmer, not alone all that there is in the 
theater in property and company, but the good 
will and reputation the theater has made. But 
let it be understood that Mr. Shook has been con- 
tinuously the partner of Mr. Palmer. It was ar- 
ranged between them that Mr. Palmer shouid be 
the active member; at the same time Mr. Shook 
exercised a sort of proprietary interest in all that 
went on there. The transaction, 

IN BLACK AND WHITE, 


simply is therefore that Mr, Palmer setls out his 
interest in the theater to Mr. Shook, and the sum 
he receives therefor is $25,000 iu cash. not a iarge 
one by any means, considering the supposed val- 
ue of the property as a good will. Yet all there is 
to the theater is its good will, The company has 


been pretty well scattered. Some have veen re- 
moved by death, others by breach of coutract, and 
svon. There is no doubt that differences of opin- 
ion grew up between Mr. Shook and Mr. 
Paimer regarding the proper conduct of 
dhe theater. Mr. Palmer, who was Mr. Shook’s 
old triend and assistant when Shook was Coliect- 


or of Lnternal Revenue, had a certain pride in his 
protession and he had = beyond any thouglit 
of dictation. In this, however, the relations pbe- 
tween the partners became more or less strained. 
Mr. Shook, so long as he collected his rent and 
received his share of the profits, had necessarily 
to be content but 
HE DID NOT ENTIRELY AGREE 
with ‘the policy oi Mr. Paimer and there is 
no doubt that —_ his remonstrances 
had some effect, if not to discourage, at any rate 
to convinee Mr. Palmer that a single-headed man- 
agement would be better for the Union Square 
Theater than one in which the growing differences 
of opinion might lead to trouble. There have 
been rumors for Weeks of difference between 
Mr. Shook and Mr. Palmer. But they had no 
basis. Yet there were diflerent notions of policy 
so far as the theater was concerned. No doubt 
the cares of management became mere onerots 
otf late to Mr. Palmer. Either he lost his 
old interest in the house or he 
found that the science of management 
Where there was so much competition was grow- 
ing tobe a more difficult one each year. Tue 
death of some of the members of the old company 
and the scession of others whom it was aifficuit 
to replace increased the trouble. Mr. Tuorne 
died. Miss Jewett left. Mr. De Belleville was 
put out, and the worst of it was that nobody 
OF ANY CONSEQUENCE 

came in their places. Mr. Palmer was helpless. 
People advised aud newspapers scolded. But 
liuere Was nobody to get. Only a few weeks ago 
Mr. Palmer said: “Il wanta leading man, aud 
there is not one to be found fit for the 
Union Square inthe English speaking world.” 
This Was the situation of aflairs when Mr. Shook 
made the proposition to Mr. Palmer to leave the 
theater aitugether and resign the cares of man- 
agement into his hands. It took Mr. Palmer just 
one day to think it over, aud he decidea in the af- 
firmative. The papers are not signed, but will be 
to-day, and on Tuesday morning Mr. Shook takes 
formal] possession of the theaier as hisown. The 
goingout of a man who has done more 
than any other to advance the American stage 
to its preseut rank deserves more than passing 
consideration. When in 1871 Mr. Paimer came 


from the position of Librarian of the Mereantile 
Library to the management of a theater that had 
been devoted to variety, he Knew nothing of the 
stage. He had a general aud not very well de- 
fined notion of what ought to be done, and, like 
most men, he tried 
TO REVOLUTIONIZE THE BUSINESS. 

prove what the American 
drama be mace. lis hist 
experience it Was not encouragiug, 
for 1] believe that in one season the losses were 
about $30,000. Bul even then there was promise 
of a future for the house. It is a sufficiently 
acute comment on the Alerican proclivities vo: 
Mr. Palmer that bo Manager among them all has 
been so persistently krench in lis selection of 
plays evemsince, yel even in those days of exper- 
linent and disaster the nucleus of that company 
was brought together which since has made tlic 
name of the Union Square known alii 
over the land and enabled Mr. Palmer 
to demanda certainty of $5,500 per Week trom ail 
the theaters in other cities With Whorn he played. 
With the second year ot his management began 
Mr. Palmer’s success. Acues Ethel Went to Paris 
aud bought a play for $10,000 Irom Sardou which 
was called “Agnes.” It proved very successiul 
at the Union Square, 

RUNNING ONE HUNDRED NIGHTS, 

which in those days was considered a good 
thing. Then followed in rapid succession 
“The Geneva Cross,” “Led Astray” and “lhe 
Two Orphans,” the last of which 
brought into the theater — of very nearly 
three-quarters of a million dollars. By this ume

the reputation of the house was firmly establish- fF 


ed. Shook and Palmer were the managers all 
thistime. Then Mr. Shook wanted to devote 
more of bis time to politics and severed his con. 
nection, excepting as lessee. A Mr. Johuson 
went into the house as partuerfor Mr, Palmer, 
who bad hardly confidence enough in himself. 
The sum Mr. Johnson, who had been cashier of a 
bank in Stamford, putin was, 1 _ think, 
625,000.

The seasons here were cult down to a minimum, 
and most of the time was spent ‘‘on the rvad.’’ 
Mr. Jame W, Collier now comes in as Mr. 
Shook’s partner and counselor. He will to all 
intents and purposes take the active manuage- 
ment of the house and will reign in 
Mr. Palmer’s stead. Mr. Coliler is a 
man very popular in the profession, and gener- 
ally liked by everybody. Withoutthe culture of 
Mr. Palmer, he has more go-aheadativeness than 
1y of the old race of managers. Of late years he 
fas been associated with the Union Square Thea- 
ter in the management of recent successes in othb- 
er cities, but the Union Square and himself have 
made monev through the connection. Mr. Palmer 
will probably now go abroad ftorsome time and 
take a thorough rest.

COLD-BLOODED MURDER. 


It is Avenged by a Crowd of Workmen, and 
a Negro Lynched. 

CHATTANOOGA, TENN., April 30.—A _ speciay 
from the Government works at Muscle Shoals, 
near Florence, gives an account of the lynching of 
George Ware, colored, who murdered a white boy, 
aged twelve,to secure §12. The boy had just 
been paid, After robbing the boy he threw him 
eight times into the river, Dut the boy swam back 
tothe shore. After amusing himself by throwing 
the boy in the river he tied him and beat out his 
brains with a stone, and threw 


him in again. A man on the opposite 
shore witnessed the murder, but the river was too 
wide to make his presence known. A description 
of the negro was given the jailer, who arrested 
him. The same night a large crowd of workmen 
employed on the river improvements visited the 
jail ana demanded the prisoner. Owingto the 
delicate condition of the jailer’s wife atthe time 
the mob was persuaded to disperse. This all oc- 
curred on the 20th inst. Saturday night the mob 
again visited the jail, carried the jailer’s wile to 
another house and then took the peeees and 
hung himto abeam in the depot building and 
— the body with bullets. The negro con- 
essed. 


KILLED BY MISTAKE. 


A Member of a Boston Firm Shoots Hig 
Partner. 


Boston, April 30.—Albert H. Beals, of the firm 
of Beals & Fickett spice dealers, Boston,shot and 
killed his partner, A. Perley Frickett, onthe Fail 
River steamer Bristol last night. Both men oc- 
cupied a state-room together, and about 1:50 a. m. 
Fickett got out of his berth and went to the win- 
dow. Beals was awakeued by the rattling of the 
blinds. ‘Thinking some one was trying to enter 
the room, he drewa revolver and fired. The 
bullet entered Fickett’s forehead and passed out 
at the back of his head. He lived about an hour 
andahaif. Beals was delivered to the police on 
the arrival of the boat at Fall River, 


What Raum’'s Resignation Means. 

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., April 29.—There has been 
much speculation here in regard to the resigna- 
tion of Internal Revenue Commissioner Raum, 
and the reasons assigned have been various. The 
weight of opinion, however, seems to be backed 
by the views of a gentleman in close relations to 
the government. He states that for some time 
past Raum’s relations to the. Secretary of the 
Treasury have not been altogether agreeable. 


“There was not,” said he, “anything to create a 
rupture, but everybody understands that Raum 
intends to be a candidate for Governor at the next 
general election in this State, and | apprehend he 
las taken the present as a favorable opportunity 
to get outof his present position — to 
get into a new one. I am quite sure the resigna- 
tion has no reference to the relations of Gen. Lo- 
gan to the Administration, which I have eyery 
reason to think are perfectly harmonious.” 

The saine gentieman said the Raum resignation 
would stir up a whole nest-full of Gubernatorial 
candidates, and in answer to an inquiry he said 
ex-Gov. Oglesby would certainly be in the field 
as would also Gov. Ham'iton, Speaker Collins. of 
the House, and probably Khepresentative Morrison, 
ot Morgan county, the Republicans in the House. 
“If we can only get our party in fighting trim.” 
he said, “I suppose it Is worth while for these fel- 
lows to make the struggle. But lf we go straggling 
around, as we have been doing of late, l 
a handsome deieat is in store for us.”

It is to be regretted that the con- 
vention did not in so many words 
repudiate the dynamite faction and declare 
them to be the enemies of Ireland that they 
really are, but perhaps that was more than 
was to be expected. 

Eventhe most bigoted Englishman can 
hardly make any objection to the idea of 
Irishmen laboring by peaceful and constitu- 
tional means to secure local self-government, 
but it is easier to understand the motive of 
the Lrish in agitating for this purpose than 
it is to form any very definite idea of 
a plan of local self-government which would 
be acceptable both to the Irish people and to 
the imperial government of Great Britain. 
Ireland has so long been an integral part of 
the British Empire that separate legislation 
for it sounds almost as impracticable as for 
Wales or Cornwall. Itis true that until the 
beginning of the present century Ireland 
did have a separate Parliament, but it would 
be a strange confusion of ideas to confound 
that Parliament with a modern independent 
representative body. It was neither in- 
dependent nor representative, and when 
the nuisance of its existence became 
unendurable Lord CASTLEREAGH simply 
bought its members as Lord NortH had 
bought the Hessian mercenaries twenty 
years earlier, at so much a head, and the 
travesty was bundled out of existence. 

In the course of eighty odd years our ideas 
on the subject of government have advanced 
considerably, and the world would not toler- 
ate the idea of a national legislative body 
which had no authority to legislate on na- 
tional questions. It is hard to conceive what 
questions the British Parliament would sub- 
mit to the jurisdiction of an Irish Parlia- 
ment. Of course, all questions of Imperial 
policy, of peace and war, of the army and 
navy, tbe budget, taxation and civil service 
could not be considered by an Irish Parlia- 
ment. It could not set up a separate 
tariff, nor offer bounties, nor discriminate 
against English trade, nor interfere with the 
established English Church. What function 
would be left to it? 

All that is left to speak of is*the land law, 
and the practical question is whether En- 
gland will consent to allow Ireland to adjust 
a question which she has refused to adjust 
herself. It must not be forgotten that a 
great deal of the land of Ireland is owned by 
Englishmen. Noone who knows anything 
of English history, of John Bull's tenacity 
in holding on to anything he gets hold of, 
and of his superstitious worship of what he 
supposes to be the rights of “‘property,”’ can 
believe that he will ever consent to have the 
rights of the owners of property in Lreland 
passed on by thetenants. Andif this func- 
tion of legislation is also denied them the 
question is, in what will Irish national self- 
government consist?

THE GAS WAR. 

St. Louis is not the only city in which the 
peculiar characteristics ef the gas monopoly 
are manifested to the public detriment. 
Atlanta, Ga., has recently been wrestling 
with the gas question under novel and un- 
usual circumstance. Fora number of years 
Atlanta has been under the foot of the aver- 
age gas monopoly, which charged the custom- 
ary exorbitant prices, and which resents any 
interference with its extortions. Recently 
the Gate City Gas Company, duly incor- 
porated by the Legislature and authorized 
to do business by city ordinance, 
applied for permission to lay its pipes 
through the streets and make proper con- 
nections. 

Thereupon three virtuous Aldermen arose 
and protested against the iniquity of allow- 
ing a Northern corporation to furnish gas to 
Southern citizens when a Southern corpor- 
ation was willing todo the same thing for 
double the money. Alderman LoweEky based 
his opposition on the ground that the man- 
agers of the new company were Northern 
men, and that Northern men did not 
take any interest in Atlanta. An Al- 
derman who objects to Northern men 
being allowed to interest themselves in 


they are merely opposing bad nominations. 
The position of the majority of the City 
Council is one which can be defended by no 
argument of reason or public policy. They 
have the power to adhere to their position 
and to indefinitely obstruct the organization 
of the city government as contemplated by 
the Charter, but they need not flatter them- 
selves with the idea that they are deluding 
the public about*their motives or deceiving 
them with their methods.

penses it is in a bad way. It would be money 
in the pockets of Mexico to call for a com- 
mission of expert accountants to balance her 
books and !et the world know her exact 
financial condition.

For this purpose they have a very pretty lit- 
tle pump, with which the blooa-water is 
withdrawn irom the body by penetrating 
some of _ the arteries, and then 
the embalming fluid is injected, and l am 
told it preserves a ly wonderfully. In 
the course of a few weeks I will be able to 

eil you more about this, as 1 intend to take 
some unclaimed body, and under the most 
favorabie circumstauces for decomposition, 
iry the effect of injecting this embalming 
fluid. Ifit will be of any benetit to the 
public and any assistance in keeping 
bodies longer for identiiication, I propose to 
introduce it here.”’ ; 

“How long are bodies usually kept?” 

“Oh, any Ol them are onty Kept for a day 
or two; others must be beld for several days. 
If there is any prospect of identifying a body 
we keep it on the siabs as lony as possible, 
and in homicide or suspicious cases of any 
kind we are often compelled to keep them 
from seven to fourteen days,as it would often 
only cause the addditiona!l trouble and ex- 
pense of exhuming them to bury them before 
every detailis investigated and cleared up, 
‘There are several other improvemeuts that 
J am trying to have made, but not of a scien- 
titie character.

Mr. Thompson rode from Harrodsburg 
depot to the Junction in the passenger coach, 
and Mr. Davis rode in the baggage car, 
which is also the smoking car; hence they 
did pot meet till Thompson had changed cars 
and taken his seatin a Cincinnati Southern 
coach near the door, Davis started into the 
same coach, and seeing Phil., started toward 
him, holding Gut his hand, saying | 
~ et “HOW ARE YOU, PHIL? 
to which Thompson replied :“ You d—— s—— 
of a b-—,.do you dare to speak to me after de- 
bauching my wife?” rising at the same time, 


Davis quickly turned, went out, 
slainmed the car door and 
siarted down the steps as the 


cars started. As he passed the front win- 
dow to the steps Thompson drew his re- 
volver and fired through the glass, the ball 
entering the back of Davis’ head, killing him 
jnstantiy, the body rolling ten feet down 
the embankment. Thompson then got off 
and returned to Harrodsburg upon the same 
train that carried him out. Davis’ body was 
also taken back on this train. Thompson 
went directly to his brother’s residence, 
where he remained till Circuit Court, which 
js now in session, had assembied, and, walk- 
jnginto the bar, made the following *tate- 
ment, Which 1 give in his own language: 
THOMPSON'S STATEMENT. 

“May it please your Honor, | know it is 
not customary on occasions of this kind for 
the person appearing before the court to 
wake any statements of the facts surround- 
ing an alfair like this, but I deem it due to 
myself, the position I occupy, the comamuni- 
ivy in which 1 have lived so long and who 
have so often honored me, that | should say 
something in reference to this unfortunate 
affair. i need not point to my long life and 
unblemished character for honer before 
these pte asa justification of what 1 did, 
but feel that ry ! should know from me or 
hear from mea history of the case or a por- 
tion of it. Last December, being 
called to Washington City by the duties 
growing out of my position, I was ac- 
companied by my wife to Cincinnati; and, 
being anxious to get to Washington as soon 
as possibie, | left on Monday, the same day 
of my arrivaj in Cincinnati, and left my wiie 
with friends in tuatcity. ‘the next day Mr. 
Walter H. Davis, the deceased, came to Cin- 
cinnati, and, having met her upon the street, 
registered himself at a hotel, and learning 
from her and the lady who accompauied her 
that she was stopping at the St. Clair Hotel, 
he followed thein duwn to the hotel, sovpght 
her out, and registered again there, under an 
assumed name, and took a room at the St. 
Clair. Hethen cafried her out under the 
wotest of friends, and having plied 
Ser with drink until she was utterly 
besotted, well knowing her infirmity 
in that respect, aad continued his 
applications until he carried her to his 
room, debauched her, making her the victim, 
in her unfortunate condition, ot his degraded 
lusts; then turned bervout to wander where 
she would, until picked up by the bight- 
watchman and carried to her friends. Hav- 
ing accomplished my dishonor, he left the 
house before breakfast. While I had been 
informed of some of the facts relating to her 
intoxication, and that he was the cause of 
her public exposure at the hotel and her de- 
gradation, 1 did not know the extent of tie 
wrong until last Tuesday night as | returned 
home, when ] was fully informed of the in- 
famy which he had heaped upon her and my 
family. Ido not believe that [ will receive 
the censure of this people, but what- 
ever is the will of the court, I bow to it 
and submit, as becomes a good citizen. This 
has broken up and destroyed my domestic 
alations and my peace and happiness. My 

aughter, dearer to me than allelse on earth, 
isan exile from home and an outcast from 
society. She has sobbed herself to sieep on 
my bosom under this great calamity, only a 
part of which she knew. His blood is but a 
feeble atonement for her tears, and had he 
au hundred lives all of them would not atone 
for this great wrong. For the first time this 
morning 1 met him, and 1 feel that I did 
what any man with a huine that he loved and 
a daughter dearto him would doif he had 
the courage to defend them from wrongs. In 
this I hope and fee! that 1 receive the sympa- 
thy of the good and virtuvus, and now sub- 
mit to the actions of the court.”’ 

When he concluded, his Honor Judge C. 
Hi. Hardin said in substance: “‘Itis, perhaps 
improper for me, occupying the bench, to 
express the synipathy 1 feel for Mr. Thomp 
son as aman, but 1 deem it my offi ia’ duty 
to hold him to bail to awaitany indict a. :t 
the Grand Jury, now in sessio. may fid 
against him, and will fix the baii at $5,000.” 
Bail was promptly given, and Mr, Thompson 
was reieased from custody. J. B. Thompson, 
PY, H. Hardin and Mr. Charles Thompson 
went upon his bond. During the speecn of 
Mr. Thompson the Court-house was packed 
and the siience was perfect, no sound save 
that of the speaker being heard, and when 
he had concluded there was scarcely a dry 
eye in the house.

A FORMER TRAGEDY. 

The homicide to-day revives the great 
shooting affray in Harrodsburg the day be- 
fore Thanksgiving, in November, 1575, In 
which Phil Thompson, senior and junior, 
and John and Davis Thompson were engaged 
on the one side, and Theodore Davis, senior 
and junior, and two other sons on the other. 
Tho difficulty grew out of a note said to 
have been stolen by Davis, senior. The fight 
occurred in the Court-house, and during 
the fracas old man Davis and two of his sons 
were killed. ‘The Thuinpseons were hever 
indicted, as it was thought the Davises had 
provoked the quarrel. Phil Thompson, Jr., 
who to-day kilied Davis, itis thought shot 
Larue Davis in the atfray ten years ago, ai- 
though there was no direct evidence tw that 
effect. ‘The victim of to-day’s tragedy is not 
in any way related to the men who died with 
their boots on in the former great shooting 


scrape. 

PHIL THOMPSON 
has twice represented this district in Con- 
gress, and was reé@lected for the third time 
jas November. There is no doubt that this 
affair ends his political career, and it Is said 
}he doesn’t care. Mr. Thompson has deter- 
mined to settle in New York and practice 
law. He is a very intimate friend of ex- 
Congressman Flower. During the day and 
to-night Mr. Thompson was calied upon by a 
number of friends, who expresse great 
sympathy with himin his trouble. He was 
more excited this evening than at any time 
since the tragedy. 

WALTER H. DAVi», |

A HERO GONE. 


Death of Colon el J ack Hays, the Famous 
“Texan Ranger.” 
From the San Francisco Call, 224. 


Death called away yesterday one of _ the 
most note:i men in California—Colonel John 
Coffee Hays. Colonel Hays passed away 
peacefully at his home in the foothills of 
Alameda county, north of Piedmont. Colonel 
Hays’ cool personal courage at all times and 
under all circumstances, no Matter what the 
emergency might be, gained his greatest 
reputation, though many other circum- 
stances during his eventful life would make 
him a conspicuous man. He was of smal! 
stature, and slender but wiry; but he was 
a giant in daring. Colonel Hays was 
a native of Wilson county, Tennessee, 
where he was born in the year1817. He was 
raised on a farm, but went to Texas when 
he was but seventeen or eighteen years of 
age, and entered the military service of that 
revolted State under Gen. Sam Houston. 
Texas remained an independent State from 
the year 1835 to 1846, when she was taken | 
into the Union. Her military force at first 
consisted of volunteers, but subsequently a 
vege but small force was organized, of 
which Col. Havs was placed in command. 
When the Mexican war broke out he com- 
manded his corps of Texan troops, under 
Gen. ‘Taylor, which consisted partly of sev- 
eral companies of cavalry. He distinguished 
himself especially at Monterey, where the 
Texan soldiers jed the van and bore the 
brunt of battle, When Gen. Santa Anna,the 
Mexican commander, surrendered to Gen. 


war Was ended and peace proclaimed in 1548. 
The news of the richness of Cailifornia’s 
gold fields s00n spread far and called bither 
the adventurous and daring of every land. 
Col. Hays was in the van of the goid-seekers, 
though he never mined after he came here. 
He crossed the plains to California in 1849, 
making Sav Francisco his objective point. 
The State and city governinents were being 
formed when he got here, and the Peuple’s 
party enthusiastically elected the young 
lexan Ranger 

THE FIRST SHERIFF OF SAN FRANCISCO, 
an oftice be held fur iour years. lu 1852 he 
purchased, in connecuon with others, the 
site of the city of Oakland, and successiully 
entered upon a career of city building, laying 
out the piace in town lots and disposing of 
them. The names Hays and Caperton, his 
partwer, uave been aftixed here to many title 
deeds. Jn 1853 Hays was appointed United 
States Surveyor-General by President 
Pierce, which office he filled to the satisfac- 
tion of ail. Every one who kuew Col. Hays 
speak of himasone of the most amiable, 
suciable and hospitabie of men In ordinary 
life. Entirely unaggressive, yet when an- 
tagonized bold and altogether without fear, 
and mure than once during bis eventful lile 
his almost superhuman courage alone saved 
him from destruction. , 

AN INCIDENT. 

Once, while living in Lexas, he was sur- 
prised alone by a party of hvustile Indians. 
they seewed to feel sure of their prey but 
they counted withvut theirhost. There was 
fortunateiy near at haud a recess in a rock 
in which liays basty placed himself. He 
was accessivie tv the tudians only in front, 
and as they attempted to approach he used 
his ritle and pistois with deadly effect on his 
fues. Four bit the dust, and the rest, lw- 
pressed with the idea that their intended 
victim had a charmed liie, fled. 

The tirst efficient service he did after the 
breaking out of the MeXicau War, Was at the 
battle of Monterey. Geu. Worth’s division 
was advancing upon the tuwn, Col. Duncan’s 
light battery Was masked by chaparrai, and 
Gul. Hays, with his Rangers, were deployed 
as scouts. A body ol 2,000 Mexican cavalry 
was observed charging around the spur of 
the hili, with ther iauces set, intending to 
overwhelm the American forces witu their 
impetuosity. Col. Duncan nad his pieces 
Charged with grape aud cauister, and 
notioning fur Hay’s men to lie down, which 
signal they obeyed, be 
LET GO HIS BATTERY, 
which had been Uuuseen Dy Luce Mexicans, and 
routed them with terriiec slaughter. Col. 
Hays stoud bis ground mantuily and aided 
in checking the charge of the Mexican 
legions. ‘Thus the American army was that 
day saved from destructiou. He also did 
efhcient service at tue storming of the 
Lishops’s palace at Monterey on the morn- 
ing of Septeuber 21, 1346. Col. Hays aud 
his men crawied ,on their hands and knees 
througnu a curntieid befure dayiight, took the 
eneniy’s Outpost by surprise, and captured 
them before they could give analarm. ‘This 
rendered the capture of the enemy’s main 
posi ion by storm a comparatively easy 
matter. 

IN VIGILANCE COMMITTEE TIMES. 
During his term of office as Sheritt of San 
Francisco he went with a posse to the rooms 
vf the Vigilance Committee on Battery 
street and took from thence the two murder- 
ers, Whittaker and McKenzie, whom the 
committee had sentenced to be hung and 
who were awaiting their execution, This 
was a bold stroke, as the Vigilance Commit- 
tee was at that time reaily the sovereign 
power. On the next day, however, a body 
of 500 committeemen suddenly made their 
appearance, while the jailkeepers had their 
prisoners out in the corridor attending di- 
vine service and recaptured them. Col. 
Hays was not present at the mqment, and 
before he could again exert his auihority 
Whittaker and McKenzie were dangling trum 
the end of a beam. A apne Commit- 
tee gave them short shrift. 

“At the time of the Indian war in Washoe 
in 1860, when the inhabitants of Virginia 
City were beleagured by hostile Indians, 
volunteers went fromm Sacramento to succor 
them. The first expedition met with disas- 
ter. The indians massacred sixty-four of 
Major Ormsby’s party and the rest got back 
as best they could. urther aid was ealied 
for ana Col, Hays went over at the same 
time another detachinent of volunteers went, 
and the little army was reorganized with 
Col. Hays as its leader. Col. Hays flogged 
the Indians badiy and forever puta stop to 
their hostilities. ; 

Another incident illustrating Col. Hays 
courage apd coolness occur in Sacramento 
in May or June, 1850. A negro slave,who had 
accompanied his master from one of the 
Southern States to the mines of California, 
was enticed away by parties of anti-slavery 
proclivities and secreted in Sacramento, His 
master followed his fugitive servant and dis- 
covered him in a house in Sacramento, 
strongly guarded by armed colvred people. 
The officers who essayed to go in and get the 
fugitive were warned off with the threat 
thatif they attempted toenter they would 
be shot. The colored people held the situa- 
tion until Col. Hays came, and, single-hana- 
ed, ee ominously warned by the negro 
guards not to attempt to enter, he passed in 
without a moment’s parleying or besitation, 

ushing aside the guards that met him every 
few steps, found his man, brought him out 
and delivered him to his master. His audac- 
ity, his coo! daring seemed to overawe the 
negroes, and they offered no resistance be- 
yond the threats, whicn he paid no heed to,

Peirce City, Mo., April 28.—Noticing an 
extract in Colman’s Rural World relative to 
the standard bred trotting horses in and 
about St. Louis and lamenting the want of 
interest shown in other portions of the State, 
I thought that possibly a showing of what 
was being done in that direction in the South- 
‘western section might be interesting to your 
readers. At Springfield they have the stand- 
ard bred staliion Tyrone, an inbred Hiatoga, 
known as the Togues or Dunpacers, of Ohio, 
from which have sprung, in times past, Oid 
Silversides, Lew Scott and other good ones, 
the former probably having been the trotting 
a for more pumpkin meetings 
han almost any trotter that has ever lived, 
and whose latest achievement, although in 
the neighborhood of twenty years ol age, 
was to go through lowain 1882 on a ringlug 
tour, and aithough Iowa has some note as 
as a State where trotting horses are 
bred, the old hero of some fourteen years’ 
campaigning in Indiana and Ohto, barred 
there by a legitimate record and oid age, was 
quite successful. As - necessarily the first
